HYACINTHS. 


Their Culture. 


For QOutdoors.— Plant Hyacinth 
bulbs outside from the middle to the 
end of October, but good results may 
be had if planted later. They are 
planted in beds composed of one color 
or combination of colors, which can 
be arranged to represent many artistic 
designs. Provide good, friable soil 
and good drainage. Plant the bulbs 6 
inches apart and 3 inches deep. Ele- 
vate the beds in the center, so that they 
will shed water. Protect with 4 or 5 
inches of leaves or loose litter, and 
remove in spring. 

For Pots or Boxes.—Use loose 
soil, and do not omit drainage. Plant 
the bulb two-thirds below the surface. 
Water, and place in a cool, dark place 
until the roots are well established, 
then gradually bring to the full light. 
If kept cool when in bloom, the flow- 
ers will last quite long. 

For Glasses.—Only very select 
bulbs should be used, and should just 
touch the water. Place ina cool, dark 
place until the roots reach nearly to the 
bottom of the glass, then bring to the 
= light. Renew the water as it evapo- 
rates or becomes impure.
